In the d eath of Somnerio, once ac­ 
cused of complicity in the m urder of 
O ctavus G ranady, negro candidate for 
alderm an in the "bloody tw entieth" 
ward, police saw a first move of re­ 
prisal for the m achine gun slaying of 
t h r e e gangsters at Fox Lake Sunday. 
Because of Somnerio’s close connec­ 
tion with the powerful Capone inter­ 
ests, quick retaliations are expected 
and "the w orst” is liable to happen 
from now on, police said, unless gang 
leaders can be rounded up im m ediate­ 
ly.

Up to June I, 697,541 cars were licensed this year, compared 
with 661,429 a year ago, and the revenue this year was $10,346,- 
209.76, compared with $9,972,204.12 in 1929. It iH now believed 
that the total registration for 1930 will exceed 750,(KIO vehicles. 
It brings to mind the oft-repeated assertion that tile satura­ 
tion point in cars has been reached, hut every year reveals figures 
surpassing the previous year. One thing is certain, increase in 
cars forces highway extensions. Minnesota may soon lie brought 
to the stage where cement jawing will become a necessity to 
carry the heavy traffic accumulating.

T h e re are so many trunk roads and subsidiary ones that it 
behooves the motorist to change his route occasionally in driving 
from one town to another. New scenery, new developments of all 
kinds meet his gaze when he shifts his itinerary.

Get ac­ 
quainted with the country when roads are good. Then, should in­ 
clement weather make certain sections impassable, your knowl­ 
edge of the country previously gained will enable you to make 
necessary detours and you will be able to impart the information 
to others. 


More Cars Licensed in Minnesota 


THERE were 36,112 more cars licensed iii Minnesota the first 
five months of this year than in the same period in 1929, accord­ 
ing to Assistant Secretary of State J. P. Bengston. Figures showed 
the increase in license fees this year over the first five months of 
1929 was $425,925.64, 
Up to June I, 697,541 cars were licensed this year, compared 
with 661,429 a year ago, and the revenue this year was $10,346,- 
209.76, compared with $9,972,204.12 in 1929. It is now believed 
that the total registration for 1930 will exceed 750,000 vehicles. 
It brings to mind the oft-repeated assertion that the satura­ 
tion point in cars has been reached, but every year reveals figures 
surpassing the previous year. One thing is certain, increase in 
cars forces highway extensions. Minnesota may soon be brought 
to the stage where cement paving will become a necessity to 
carry the heavy traffic accumulating. Before this growing army 
of cars, trucks and buses a legislature will finally realize that these 
concrete roads must be 
now and cannot longer be deferred 
to a program which builds but a few hundred miles a year. As 
the weight of traffic increases, the foundation of the gravel road 
is literally torn from its base. Only cement can withstand with 
any measure of success this pounding of traffic, growing in a con­ 
tinually higher arc. 


Public Confidence in Future 


P r e s id e n t H oover's business survey conference has found 
American industry backed by a hearty public confidence in the 
future, struggling successfully to overcome the temporary set­ 
back it received from the stock market crash last fall. 
The statement of Julius Barnes, conference chairman, makes 
public these outstanding trends: 
“Large American industry continues to carry out the con­ 
struction program forecast last December. 
“Continued capital improvements supported by largu scale 
financing evidence a confidence in enlarged future earning power 
and preparation for it. 
“In America and Europe there are evidences of increasing 
reservoirs of accumulated credit with consequent decreases of in­ 
terest rates, and resulting benefits for production and distribu­ 
tion.” 
This feeling harmonizes with predictions made by financiers 
in attendance at the bankers group convention in Brainerd, who 
stated that if affairs in the Northwest continue to be kept on an 
even keel, we shall expect great improvement in business condi­ 
tions by October and thereafter.
